Was Entrusted the Work of Making 
the First Piece of Ware in the New 
No. 3 Plant — Its llp-to-Date Ar- 
rangOment. 


By starting work in the new addition 
the Laughlin China company of this 
city, has in operation the largest pot­ 
tery In the world. 
It exceeds the ca­ 
pacity of the Knowles, Taylor St Know­ 
les company by just one kiln. The 
company succeeded in having the first 
piece of ware made there during the af­ 
ternoon of May 7. 
The honor of doing 
this, and rightly so, belongs to Samuel 
P. Jackson, the oldest employe of the 
company, who has been working for 
the finny since the original pottery 
was started by Homer Laughlin, now 
residing in Los Angeles, Cal. 
It has been stated 
by what can be 
considered reliable authority, that the 
new addition cost not less than $200,- 
000, as every 
modern 
improvement 
was followed. 
From 
whero the clay, 
in its crude state, Is taken from the 
cars, to the shipping department, one 
straight line is followed, which makes 
the work of the employe more easy 
than any other shop In the city. 
Fronting on a long siding of the 
Cleveland St Pittsburg railroad are la 
cated the seven clay bins, and these are 
reasonably full of the several mixes. 
On the inside of the plant, and along 
aide the bins is built a small track, 
upon which is a traveling scale, into 
which the clay Is placed before it is 
dumped into the 
five plungers 
and 
•lip mills. 
These latter contrivances 
are quite large and all are kept con 
stantiy at 
work. 
From these 
mills 
the clay through pipes Is conveyed to 
two agitators. 
From there Ihto anoth­ 
er large agitator the clay is sent. The 
latter is built 
in the ground, In the 
corner of the clay room. 
Two large 
double pumps are then used In fore 
ing the clay into the five 32 cell clay 
presses, which 
to date 
have 
made 
about 250 presses of clay. 
This work has all been done under 
the supervision of J. W. SU I gen batler, 
who has charge of this department 
After the clay has been pressed It Is 
placed on a small car and sent to the 
large clay cellar, where It Is allowed 
to remain for an indefinite period. Af­ 
ter being pgged the’ clay Is placed on 
an elevator of the continuous kind, 
and sent to the clay shops on the sec­ 
ond floor. 
The arrangement of 
this 
department could not be better, as 
there is a division between each part* 
of this shop, 
Jiggers, 
pressers 
and 
turners all having spacious 
depart­ 
ments. 
The management of this de­ 
partment has been placed In the hands 
of George Stevenson, who Is quite a 
young man, and only a few years ago 
waa employed by the same firm as a 
presser. 
His rise with the company 
has been rapid, and he is 
now 
sur­ 
rounding himself with workmen of the 
best class. 
This is what has made his 
work as superintendent a success. 
There are 13 jiggers in the shop, 
three 
lathes 
and 
ropm for a large 
number of pressers. 
Owing 
to 
the 
large amount 
of work that 
yet re­ 
mains to be doue before the plant is 
completed, it will be at least a month 
before all departments are in full op­ 
eration. 
The power for this massive plant Is 
secured from two sources. 
The ma­ 
chinery in the clay department, In­ 
cluding the clay shops, ami the making 
of the sagger clay and wads, Is fur­ 
nished from a 30 horse power West­ 
inghouse gas engine, making 300 rev­ 
olutions a minute 
This 
remarkably 
inexpensive engine, as 
it consumes 
about 2,000 cubic feet of gas per day, 
costs the company but 16 cents daily. 
The machinery in the slip depart­ 
ment is operated by the large engine 
in No. 2 addition. 
The steam from the 
dry rooms, and for heating purposes, 
Is furnished by a boiler which is used 
for no other purpose, and whch is lo­ 
cated in a building entirely separate 
from 
the 
main 
building. This 
is 
quite a change in the arrangement 
of the plant, as in other instances the 
boilers are confined to the building in

The engines of the large addition are 
looked after by Allen M. Fisher, who 
has been with the company for years. 
The new building is to be lighted by 
electricity, and the power for this pur­ 
pose will be furnished from a large 
dynamo which has been installed In 
the No. 2 addition. 
The wareroom, decorating depart­ 
ments and the shipping and packing 
departments have been well provided 
for as far as room is concerned. 
In 
the old plant there are times when the 
printers and decorators are crowded 
for room, but In the new addition pro­ 
vision has neen made for this, and 
no trouble will result from an over­ 
sight on this score. 
These 
depart­ 
ments have not been completed, but 
there is a large force of carpenters 
now working in this end of the plant

of

There are sidings on both sides of 
the building, which makes It very con­ 
venient as far as shipping is concern­ 
ed. 
As a result of this the company 
will be enabled to pack four cars at 
one time, and more lf necessity re­ 
quires. 
The first piece of ware made was a 
7-ineh plate, bythe old employe, Samu­ 
el P. Jackson. 
On the bottom of this 
plate Is the following:

piece of ware made in No. 3 plant by 
Samuel P.

1902.” 
This plate will be well taken care of 
by the officials of the firm, as it has 
a significant meaning, that of

By starting work in the new addition 
the Laughlin China company of this 
city, has In operation the largest pot 
tery In the world. 
It exceeda the ra 
parity of the Knowles, Taylor £ Know 
lea company by Just one kiln. The 
company succeeded In having the first 
piece of ware made there during the af 
ternoon of May 7. The honor of doing 
this, and rightly so. belongs to Samuel 
P. Jackson, the oldest employe of the 
company, who has been working for 
the Army since the original pottery 
was started by Homer Laughlin, now 
residing in Los Angeles. Cal. 
It has been stated by what can be 
considered reliable authority, that the 
new addition cost not less than $200, 
OOO, as every 
modern 
Improvement 
was followed. From where the clay 
in its crude state, Is taken from the 
cars, to the shipping department, one 
straight line Is followed, which makes 
the work of the employe more easy 
than any other shop In the city. 
Fronting on a long siding of the 
Cleveland & Pittsburg railroad are la 
cated the seven clay bins, and these are 
reasonably full of the several mixes 
On the Inside of the plant, and along 
side the bins Is built a small track 
upon which Is a traveling scale, into 
which the clay Is placed before it is 
dumped Into the 
Ave plungers 
and 
slip mills. These latter contrivances 
are quite large and all are kept con 
Btantly at 
work. 
From these 
mills 
the clay through pipes Is conveyed to 
two agitators. 
From there ihto anoth 
or large agitator the clay is sent. The 
latter is built In the ground, In the 
corner of the clay room. Two large 
double pumps are then used In fore 
ing the clay into the Ave 32 cell clay 
presses, which 
to date have made 
about 250 presses of clay. 
This work has all been done under 
the supervision of J. W. Stllgenbauer 
who has charge of this department 
After the clay has been pressed it Is 
placed on a small car and sent to the 
large clay cellar, where It is allowed 
to remain for an indefinite period. Af­ 
ter being paged the' clay is placed on 
an elevator of the continuous kind, 
and sent to the clay shops on the sec­ 
ond floor. The arrangement of 
this 
department could not be better, as 
there Is a division between each part 
of this shop, 
Jiggers, pressers and 
turners all having spacious 
depart­ 
ments. The management of this de­ 
partment has been placed in the hands 
of George Stevenson, who Is quite a 
young man, and only a few years ago 
was employed by the same firm as a 
presser. 
His rise with the company 
has been rapid, and he is now 
sur­ 
rounding himself with workmen of the 
best class. This is what has made his 
work as superintendent a success. 
There are 13 Jiggers in the shop, 
three 
lathes and 
ropm for a large 
number of pressers. Owing 
to 
the 
large amount 
of work that 
yet re­ 
mains to be done before the plant is 
completed, It will be at least a month 
before all departments are in full op­ 
eration. 
The power for this massive plant is 
secured from two sources. The ma 
chinery in the clay department, in­ 
cluding the clay shops, and the making 
or the sagger clay and wads, is fur­ 
nished from a 30 horse power West­ 
inghouse gas engine, making 300 rev­ 
olutions a minute. This 
remarkably 
inexpensive engine, as 
it consumes 
about 2,000 cubic feet of gas per day, 
costs the company but 16 cents daily. 
The machinery in the slip depart­ 
ment is operated by th*' largo engine 
in No. 2 addition. The steam from the 
dry rooms, and for heating purposes, 
is furnished by a boiler which is used 
for no other purpose, and wheh is lo­ 
cated in a building entirely separate 
from 
the 
main 
building. This 
is 
quite a change in tin’ arrangement 
of the plant, as in other instances the 
boilers are confined to the building in

whcih the clay department Is located 
The engines of the large addition are 
looked after by Allen M. Fisher, who 
has been with the company for years. 
The new building is to he lighted by 
electricity, and the power for this pur 


p o s e will be furnished from a large 
dynamo which has been Installed in 
the No. 2 addition. 
The wareroom, decorating depart­ 
ments and the shipping and packing 
departments have been well provided 
for as far as room is concerned. 
In 
the old plant there are times when the 
printers and decorators are crowded 
for room, but in the new addition pro­ 
vision has neon made for this, and 
no trouble will result from an over­ 
sight on this score. These 
depart­ 
ments have not been completed, but 
there is a large force of carpenters 
now working in this end of the plant 
under the direction 
of 
Harvey Mc­ 
Henry. 
There are sidings on both sides of 
the building, which makes it very con­ 
venient as far as shipping is concern­ 
ed. 
As a result of this the company 
will be enabled to pack four cars at 
one time, and more lf necessity re­ 
quires. 
The first piece of ware made was a 
7 inch plate, bythe old employe, Samu­ 
el P. Jackson. 
On the bottom of this 
plate is the following: 
"The first 
piece of ware made in No. 3 plant by 
Samuel P. Jackson, May 
7, 
1902." 
This plate will he well taken care of 
by the officials of the firm, as It has 
a significant meaning, that of "pro 
gross.” The first bowl was made by 
W. H. Coleiough, who will operate the 
cup Jigger, and to him 
belongs the 
distinction of making 
the first 
cup 
also. 
Vernon Kaynolds made the first 
piece of pressed ware, it being a 24s 
Jug. 
'I he lathes have nbt yet been 
started, and it is likely no work will 
he done In this department for several 
days. The two lathes, however, will 
be In charge of Mr. Headley and Mr. 
Evans, the latter for years employed 
at the china works.

Columbus, O.. May IO.— ISepcial.]— 
W hen the present legislature adjourns 
on Monday next, at 12 o’clock, as 
it 
will, unless there be a hitch over the 
passage of the appropriation bills, ex­ 
actly eighteen weeks will have passd 
ainee the opening day, on January 6, 
when the session was called to order 
and the routine of work began, 
in 
any sort of a comparison with previous 
legislatures several things ought 
to 
be remembered before judgm ent 
Is 
pronounced. 
This general 
assembly 
faced at the sta rt the promises of its 
party platform s both Republican and 
Democratic, declaring for a reform in 
taxation laws and a relief to the peo­ 
ple from the somewhat excessive state 
levy under which the state had been 
operating. 
To devise the means by 
which that could be done 
and still 
bring Into the state treasury sufficient 
money lo meet the operating expenses 
of the different departm ents was 
a 
•stupendous undertaking. 
It has been 
solved, although the wisdom of 
the 
solution is yet a m atter of future de­ 
m onstration. No such task has faced 
a general assembly in recent 
years. 
'Another m atter which demanded 
tention was that of redistricting. 
By 
vbmraon consent, the state has been 
changed in its boundaries every de­ 
cade. 
It fell upon this legislature to 
undertake that work. The question of 
giving satisfactory 
primary election 
Jaws under which 
the people could 
•operate smoothly and without conflict 
and avoid any touch of fraud was a 
param ount issue with which, unfortu­ 
nately, nothing has been done. 
But 
these were not all. 
It was known 
that the canal question would come up 
and the state be forced to declare its 
policy in connection with this depart­ 
m ent of its government. 
For weeks 
no issue before the legislature created 
such a bone of contention or was so 
vigorously and bitterly fought. 
Day 
after day, and night after night, the 
lobby of the halls of both the house 
and the senate were filled with eager 
m en fighting over the m atter, button 
Jioleing members. 
They 
represented 
those who saw in the canals a useless 
expense and burden to the state, a 
source of outlay from which there was 
no adequate return, and they ^ p re ­ 
cented the men who wished the canals 
given up in order that 
the banks 
m ight be utilized for the building of 
electric and steam roads, the facilitat­ 
ing of transportation. On the 
other 
Bland there were hundreds to whom the 
canals give employment, 
from 
the 
m em bers of the board of public works 
and canal commissions to the laborers 
along the banks, all vitally interested. 
T here were the many m anufacturers 
in all parts of Ohio who obtain w ater­ 
power from these public ways, much 
aipon the presumption that water, like 
air, is free, and again came the utopian

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dream ers who hope some day to see 
the canals converted Into great ship 
canals hy which vessels of magnitude 
may be transported from lake to river 
and then out into the ocean and thus 
to all the m arkets and m arts of the 
world. 
On top of all these were the 
professional lobbyists, to whom 
the 
legislature Is a bargain counter where 
they bring their goods and sell to the 
highest bidder. Few legislatures have 
been afflicted with those men more 
than the present. 
When all of these things are taken 
Into consideration and weighed, it will 
be found that much has been done 
and real good has been accomplished. 
The new plan of taaxtion has been 
put into operation and the state levy 
reduced, as promised, by an increase 
in the tax upon corporation «oth do­ 
mestic and foreign. The reduction to 
the people in tho amount of tax they 
will he forced to pay each year will 
amount to some $2,500,000. and if the 
operation of the*new plan meets with 
the success anticipated, this reduction 
will be still greater and the state levy 
still further reduced. 
The primary elec tion m atter unfor­ 
tunately has not been 
settled, 
al­ 
th o u g h an * arnest and genuine 
at­ 
tem pt was ma,ue in that direction by 
Dunlap of Cuyahoga, who introduced 
a bill, providing that the primaries of 
all parties should be held on the same 
day and at the same hour. It was de­ 
feated by one of those strange freaks 
of voting which sometimes strikes leg­ 
islative bodies, and not because of any 
real opposition. Only the late date of 
Its consideration prevented the m atter 
being taken up again, when it would 
undoubtedly have been passed. But a 
healthy, good, genuine, solid sentim ent 
in favor of a rational and 
sensible 
primary law was created, which may 
at the next.session bring about tangi­ 
ble results. 
• 
• 
• 
On the canal 
m atter the policy of 
the state has been definitely determ in­ 
ed for all time to come. 
The legisla­ 
ture has said that the canals are to 
be m aintained as means of water 
transportation at public expense, and 
that in case of an abandonment of all 
or any part of them such boats 
as 
were built to run over the abandoned 


part will be purchased by the state at 
their value at the time of the abandon­ 
ment. 
The effect of this has been to 
stim ulate boat building as nothing else 
could have done, and from up and 
down the canals everywhere come the 
reports of new craft under way 
of 
construction. 
Officials 
believe 
this 
will be the most productive year with­ 
in a quarter of a century in the m atter 
of canal transportation and the tram p 
of the mule on the tow-path is expect­ 
ed to be heard again in the land.

STATS HEALTH BOARD ON WAT­ 
ER SUPPLY OF CITIES. 


Danger Lurk* In Ohio River Water 
WH lob Ie Conetantly Grow­ 
ing Worse. 


Columbus, 
May IO.—In the annual 
report of the state board of health 
the question of water auppiy for cities 
receives much attention. 
During the 
year the hoard acted on plans for the 
auppiy for various cities, including 
Wellsville and Salineville. 
The examination of the supply for 
cities dependant upon Ohio river and 
Lake Erie for water, begun in 1897, 
and coninued until this year by means 
of monthly tests of waler, lead 
the 
board to interesting conclusions. It 
says: 
“Large cities, 
with few 
ex­ 
ceptions, must forever depend upon 
lakes and streams for a water supply. 
The investigations of the board show 
the extend to which these are already 
polluted. The pollution of our streams 
Is rapidly Increasing. Their minimum 
flow is decreasing, and to the 
sam e 
extent their ability to dispose by nat­ 
ural agencies of the sewage and other 
pollutions poured into them. Our cit­ 
ies must more and more Birn to water 
purification. Hut even then, unless ef­ 
ficient measures are taken 
to 
con­ 
serve the streams, many of them will 
become open sewers, breeding 
sick­ 
ness along their course, and unfitted 
for the use of man or beast. 
“The investigation indicates for the 
Ohio river that it at no place offers a 
safe domestic supply during the entire 
year. 
Its waters are improved 
and 
scarcely made safe by sedimentation. 
The low alkalinity at times wilt make 
It necessary to use much care in the 
use of coagulants (alum) in the purl-

lakes aud streams for a water supply. 
The Investigations of the hoard show 
the extend to which these are already 
polluted. The pollution of our streams 
is rapidly Increasing. Their minimum 
flow is decreasing, and to the 
same 
extent their ability to dispose by nut 
ural agencies of the sewage and other 
pollutions poured into them. Our cit 
lea must more and more thru to water 
purification. Rut even then, unless ef­ 
ficient measures are taken 
to 
con­ 
serve the streams, many of them will 
become open sewers, breeding 
sick­ 
ness along their course, and unfitted 
for the use of man or beast. 
“The investigation indicates for the 
Ohio river that It at no place offers a 
safe domestic supply during the entire 
year. 
Its waters are improved 
and 
scarcely made safe by sedimentation. 
The low alkalinity at times will make 
it necessary to use much care in the 
use of coagulants (alum) in the purl-

whole town of St. Pierre, destroying 
the town and the shipping there, in 
eluding the caille repair ship Grap­ 
pler, of the West India and Panama

which was engaged in repairing the 
cable near the Guerin factory. 
The 
Ocean Traveller, while on her way 
to Dominica, encountered a quantity 
of wreckage. 
W ashington, May IO.—The follow' 
ing cablegram was received at the 
state departm ent last evening: 
“Pointe-A-Pitre, May 9, 1902. 
“Secretary of State, W ashington; 
“At 7 o’clock a. rn., on the 8th in­ 
stant, a storm of steam, mud and tire 
enveloped the city aud community.

upon the subject, or whether in titbit 
final form they were the result oi 
correction and revision. The v. rsica 
which lias been accepted and approved by the speak* t or in rome instances by 
hearers and contemporaries is what must abide ti e tests of literary value. 
The oratory which had become si prominent feature of int 'Ikviual life ho- 
fore the war for independence ami up to the adoption of the constitution re­ 
ceived a new impulse when this instrum ent came to lie the rule of die national 
adm inistration, it was a rule which was new to all and tn t a favorite with 
many. Those who had made concessions could not forint what I hey had sur­ 
rendered. There acus room for varied and divers* interpretation of rights and 
privileges. In particular the powers widt h belonged to the original colonies 
before there war. either federation or union were the cause of much dispute, 
and when a union of these separate aud sometimes discordant province** wi;s 
agreed upon and established by the constitution a vast amount of deft nit', vin 
and discussion followed. And so with resjH'Ct to home and foreign policies and 
the conflicting interests of Uif.Vrei.t sci .Mins of the country. Ail tb s had to Im 
brought into the sessions of the people** representatives and to nae at each 
state assembled iii congress, where d liberative oratory followed (as a m ailer 
of course. 
It would liave been strange if this had not been of a high order, consider* 
ing Hie antecedents of eloquence in this coil btry and the examples of it in tic* 
Britisli parliam ent easily accessible In tin* reported speeches of Illustrious 
orators. In the first quarter of the century and later oral discourse was the 
principal means of i»olitical ins’tructioii. The people had been trained to listen 
by two or three sermons and lectures a, week for two centuries, and a cor- 
rosjiondlng education had been given by practice Iii tile pulpit and at the bar 
to a race of speakers. 
Tile newspaper was as yet limited to a fractional part of its present scope 
and circulation. The town meeting, the campaign assembly, the state legisla­ 
ture, the house of representatives and the senate chamber were tile progres­ 
sive steps in the political education of statesm en who in those days listened to 
the words that were spoken, having no “organ** laid iqioii their desks each 
morning to guide them In the formation of their daily opinions and prin­ 
ciples. 
The man who in those years aspired to Influence his fellow citizens urn! legis­ 
lators had to depend upon his sjieecli in all Hie comprehensive meaning of the 
term, including his intellectual attainm ents as well a* I.is personal power wit Ii 
an audience. As a consequence, tile orator’s art became one of the ambitions 
of a public man, more easily acquired tli*»n by reason of its general prevalence 
and the inheritance from preceding generations. 
Congressional oratory may conveniently he said to begin with the opening 
of the century, when in ISIK) .John Randolph was sent to congress. 
It avis 
fitting th at the traditional eloquence of the south should be continued by this 
ambitious though eccentric Virginian. Ile cannot be called a man of peace, 
being usually, as was once said, “in opposition til the exercise of authority by 
anybody but himself.” 
This disposition fostered a denunciatory habit of 
speech which easily ran into invective and sometimes malediction. 
It was a 
stormy sort of eloquence, enjoyed, no doubt, by sympathizing colleagues more 
than by opponents, Still, it is said th at his speeches were read more generally 
than those of any other member of congress. Events that were to take place 
half a century later appear to have been foreseen by this ill boding but true 
prophet, yet w hat he dreaded as a ‘’coalition of knavery and fanaticism*’ 
finally issued in the united devotion of all parties aud sections to a common 
country, Ile could predict the incidental calamity, but could not see the ulti­ 
mate restoration. Nevertheless he left on record on** phase of oratory, aud if 
it is somber and even violent at times its counterpart can be found wherever 
an ardent and courageous soul has met evils that threatened disaster. 
The name of Henry Clay recalls a career which was prominent and con­ 
tinuous for nearly half a century. It was too pronounced in its st a tea roan* hip 
not to elicit a variety of testimony with regard to ids political aims, but a* in 
all such cases the truth lies midway between extremes. 
W ith respect to his 
eloquence, however, the tributes of contemporaries are more concordant, 
it 
was for its kind unsurpassed, and, considering tile advantages of education 
and training of which he was deprived, it was phenomenal. The son of a Bap­ 
tist minister who left him the best inheritance that can lie transm itted to a 
youth of political ambitions, a good voice and impressive delivery, th* young 
lawyer, who had received Ids academic education in a log cabin achoo I and his 
graduate course in a grocery store, began professional life as clerk in a chan­ 
cery court. After four years of recording decisions he was granted license to 
practice in Richmond, where he established a school of oratory in the form of 
a debuting club. At the age of twenty-one he opened an office iu Lexington, 
Ky„ and was soon full of business and on the highroad to politics. 
Bls ora­ 
torical ability helped him to win a contest where ids oppoueut’s speech was 
followed by deafening applause, but ids own by profound and impressive 
silence. From 1800 to 1811 he was In the house of representatives or the sen­ 
ate at Washington, where he continued, with short interruptions, until he was 
seventy-three. 
Of necessity his oratory was political and deliberative, hut it had an hon­ 
esty and a sincerity th at carried somewhat of his own convictions to all who 
heard him speak. Off tile lines of these strong convictions lie could not b* elo­ 
quent. Along that line he was very able to inspire others with his own fear­ 
less sentim ents aud hopeful expectations. Even his opponents were read* to 
acknowledge the straightforw ard honesty of his speech. 
This was cu*e In 
statem ent and addressed to the common sense of his hearers. 
His own ante­ 
cedents favored such sympathetic knowledge of their limitations, aud lie made 
himself understood by the average man. 
When his speeches passed into printed pages, they necessarily lost much of 
the personal power which went with the magnetic orator, hut they na** the 
conservative element which makes them oratorical literature. They bear well 
tile test cf much rehearsing In tile schools and of frequent reading by th* stu­ 
dent of eloquence aud of our political history. The issues are dead which called 
them forth, hut so are those which have from time to time inspired th* loftiest 
utterances of greatest speakers, from the Attic age to that in which Henry 
Clubhand his compeers lived. 
Their eloquence is embalmed each in its own 
language aud is an im portant element In the literature of tile nations. 
The name of John C. Calhoun is naturally recalled next to th at of Henry 
Clay. 
A graduate of Yale college in 1804 and subsequently a law student iii 
Litchfield, he cultivated extemporary speaking with great diligence and suc­ 
cess. Perhaps as a consequence he was elected to the legislature of his native 
South Carolina upon his return home and to congress a f e r he had been but 
nine you rn out of college. Questions arising out of the w ar of 1812. Hie na­ 
tional bank, tariff and nullification and finally of slavery, successively occu­ 
pied his attention. 
It was a stormy period, when the republic was adjusting 
Itself to sectional differences of policy, which were not diminished by diver­ 
sity of opinion between political leaders. But this very antagonism called out 
the utm ost resources of party chiefs and patriots. The battle im<1 to bt* fought 
by oral discussion before the people first as tile source of power aud then be­ 
fore their representatives aud the executors of their will. 
It wa* before the legislative rather than the i>opular assembly that < 'alhoun 
was at hi* best. 
He was more severely logical than impassioned, dignified 
rather than Inspiring. If his premise* were accepted, escape from his conclu­ 
sions was difficult, and there was no suspicion that lie was not sincere in his 
convictions. His earnestness conveyed these to other men with undiminished 
force. His generalizations were l>old and even reckless at times, and ins exag­ 
gerations were often absurd, as is the case with most orators when overmas­ 
tered by their purpose. It was then that be became most eloquent. But often­ 
est it was the qualities of solidity, breadth and clearness that chiefly prevailed. 
A natural logician of analytic temper, lie could make U s own position strong 
while exposing the weak points of an adversary’s position. Discussing t lie 
relations between cause and effect, he wa* quick to see combinations which 
were effective and advantageous. 
In the manner and method of his speech he was direct and plain. 
His 
thoughts were well arranged in his mind. and his resources were at ready com­ 
mand. 
They usually gathered around a few sim p le propositions. 
Ile often 
began in a nsedist and quiet way. but grew loud and shrill in voice aud in­ 
tensely energetic in action as his subject moved him. It was not like the ora­ 
tory of a southern speaker so much as of the logical Scotch rara* from which 
he descended. But the causes he advocated had need of dem onstrative argu­ 
ment more than the ardor of advocacy and the adornment of imagery. In con-

gress he hail to deal with men iii whom the reasoning power* were not lacking 
and to meet them on tHeir own ground. 
It is interesting after the lapse of two-thirds of a century to observe how 
far these statesm an prophets divined truly the outcome of the contests iii 
which they engaged. 
It is evident that they had many forebodings for the 
future, but these were always connected with nonconformity to their owu 
political precepts. 
As this was common even in their own day. there were 
many gloomy predictions on ail sides. The conviction of coming disaster grew 
stronger and more widespread, but when it came it was not exactly in the 
manner or for tile reason most frequently aud publicly assigned by the orators 
thus far mentioned. The closer they kept to the enunciation of genera! | rf mi- 
pies and general predictions the nearer they were to the final event. When they 
began to particularize, they failed, like all modern prophets, but the prophecies 
themselves were sublime and eloquent and a noble part of the literature of the 
country. They dealt with great and vital themes and in their composition aud 
utterance were w orthy of the vast questions which they discussed.

m any. Those who had made concessions could not i'oYg* t what they hail - ’.ii* 
rendered. There was room tor varied mal divers! interpretation of rights a ml 
privileges. In particular the powers which belonged to the original colonies 
before there war. either federation or union were the cause of much dispute, 
and when a union of these separate and sometimes discordant provinces wi.s 
agreed upon and established lo the *•< nstittition a vast amount of deft t.if ion 
and discussion followed. And so with respect to home and for-ign policies m d 
the conflicting interests of dir.erer.t sci .ions of the country. Ail tb s had to 'rn 
brought into the sessions of the people's representative* ami those of en* ii 
state assembled in congress, where ii liberative oratory followed as a m atter 
of course. 
It would have been strange if this had not been of a high order, consider­ 
ing the antecedents of eloquence in this country and the examples of it in Tic* 
British parliam ent easily accessible In the reported speeches of Illustrious 
orators. In the first quarter of the century and later oral discourse was the 
principal mean* of |K>litieal Instruction. The people had been trained to listen 
by two or three sermons and lectures a, week for two centuries. Mild ti cor­ 
responding education had been given by practice In tho pulpit and at the bar 
to a race of speakers. 
The newspaper was as yet limited to a fractional part of its present scope 
and circulation. The town meeting, the campaign assembly, the state legisla­ 
ture, the house of representatives and the senate cham ber were the progres­ 
sive steps in the political education of statesmen who in those days listened to 
the words that were spoken, having no “organ" laid nj sui their desks --ach 
morning to guide them In the formation cf their dally opinions and prin­ 
ciples. 
The man who in those years aspired to influence bis fellow eitizensand legis­ 
lators had to depend upon bis speech in all the comprehensive meaning of Hie 
term. including his intellectual attainm ents us well as Ms personal power with 
an audience. 
As a consequence, tin* orator’s art became one of the ambitions 
of a public man, more easily acquired th -n by reason cf its general prevalence 
and the inheritance from preceding gem-rations. 
Congressional oratory may conveniently la* said to begin with the opening 
of the c e n tr y , when In I St Hi John Randolph was sent to congress. 
It was 
fitting that the tiaditlonal eloquence of the south should be continued by this 
ambitious though eccentric Virginian. 
Ile cannot be called a man of peace, 
being usually, as was once said. "In opposition to th e exercise of authority br 
anybody but himself." 
This disposition fostered a denunciatory habit of 
speech which easily ran into invective and sometimes malediction. 
It was a 
stormy sort of eloquence, enjoyed, no doubt, by sympathizing colleagues more 
than by opponents, Still, it is said th a t his speeches were read more generally 
than those of any other member of congress. 
Events that were to take place 
half a century later appear to have been foreseen by this ill boding but true 
prophet, yet w hat he dreaded as a "coalition of knavery and fanaticism ’’ 
finally issued in the united devotion of all parties and sections to a common 
country. 
He could predict the Incidental calamity, but could not see the ulti­ 
m ate restoration. 
Nevertheless he left on record one phuae of oratory, and if 
It is somber and even violent at times its counterpart can be found wherever 
an ardent and courageous soul has met evils th at threatened disaster. 
The name of Henry Clay recalls a career which was prominent and con­ 
tinuous for nearly half a century. It was too pronounced in its statesm anship 
not to elicit a variety of testimony with regard to his political aims, but as in 
all such cases the truth lies midway between extremes. 
With respect to his 
eloquence, however, the tributes of contemporaries arc more concordant. 
It 
was for its kind unsurpassed, and, considering the advantages of education 
and training of which be was deprived, it was phenomenal. The son of a Bap­ 
tist minister who left bim the best Inheritance that can be transm itted to a 
youth of political ambitions, a good voice and impressive delivery, tbs young 
lawyer, who had received ids academic education in a log cabin school and Ids 
graduate course in a grocery store, began professional life as clerk in a chan­ 
cery court. 
A fter four years of recording decisions In* was granted license to 
practice in Richmond, where he established a school of oratory in the form of 
a debuting club. 
At the age of twenty-one he opened an office iu Lexington. 
Ky., and was soon full of business ami on the highroad to politics. 
His ora­ 
torical ability helped him to win a contest where his opponent’s speech was 
followed by deafening applause, but his own by profound and impressive 
silence. 
From ISOM to ISH lie was iii the house of representatives or the sen­ 
ate at Washington, w here he continued, with short interruptions, until he wan 
seventy-three. 
Of necessity Ids oratory was political and deliberative, but it had an hon­ 
esty and a sincerity th a t carried somewhat of his own convictions to all who 
heard him speak. Off the lines of these strong convictions In* could aul tow elo­ 
quent. 
Along that line he was very able to inspire others with his own tear­ 
less sentiments aud hopeful expectations. 
Even his opponent* were reed/ to 
acknowledge the straightforw ard honesty of his speech. 
This w k d w In 
statem ent and addressed to the common sense of his hearers. 
His o w n ante­ 
cedents favored such sym pathetic knowledge of their limitations, aud he made 
himself understood by the average man. 
When his speeches passed Into printed pages, they necessarily lost much of 
the personal power which went with the magnetic orator, but they have the 
conservative element which makes them oratorical literature. They bear well 
tile test cf much rehearsing Iii the schools and of frequent reading by the stu ­ 
dent of eloquence and of our political history. The issues are dead which called 
them forth, hut so are those which have from time to time inspired the loftiest 
utterances of greatest speakers, from the Attic age to that iii which Henry 
Clubhand his compeers lived. 
Their eloquence is embalmed each in its own 
language arid is an im portant element iii the literature of the nations. 
The nam e of John 
Calhoun is naturally recalled next to th a t of Henry 
Clay. 
A graduate of Yale college in ISO J ami subsequently a law student iii 
Litchfield, he cultivated extemporary speaking with great diligence and suc­ 
cess. 
Perhaps as a consequence lie was elected to the legislature of his native 
South Carolina upon bls return home aud to congress after lie had been hut 
nine years out of college. 
Questions arising out of the w ar of 1S12, the na­ 
tional bank, tariff and nullification and finally of slavery, successively occu­ 
pied his attention, 
it was a stormy period, when the republic was adjusting 
itself to sectional differences of policy, which were not diminished by diver­ 
sity of opinion between j>olitieal leaders. 
But this very antagonism called out 
the utmost resources of party chiefs and patriots. The battu- had to be fought 
by oral discussion before the people first as the source of power and then lie- 
fore their representatives and the executors of their will. 
It was before the legislative rather than the i>opular assembly that < 'alhoun 
w as at his best. 
H e w as more severely logical than impassioned, dignified 
rather than Inspiring. 
If his premises were accepted, escape from his conclu­ 
sions was difficult, and there was no suspicion that lie was not sincere in his 
convictions. 
His earnestness conveyed these to other men with undiminished 
force. His generalizations w ere bold aud even reckless a t times, and bis exag­ 
gerations were often absurd, as is the ease with most orators when overm as­ 
tered by their purpose. It was then that he became most eloquent. But often­ 
est it was the qualities of solidity, breadth and clearness that chiefly prevailed. 
A natural logician of analytic temper, he could make ins own position strong 
while exposing the weak points of an adversary’s jmsilion. Discussing the 
relations between cause and effect, he wa* quick to see combinations which 
were effective and advantageous. 
Iii tl.e manner and method of his speish he was direct and plain. 
His 
thoughts were well arranged in his mind. and his resources were at ready com­ 
mand. 
They usually gathered around a few simple propositions. 
Ile often 
began in a mad! st and quiet way. but grew loud and shrill iii voice aud in­ 
tensely energetic in action as his subject moved him. 
It was not like the ora­ 
tory of a southern speaker so much as of the logical Scotch race from w hich 
he descended. 
But the causes he advocated had need of dem onstrative argu­ 
ment more than the ardor of advocacy and the adornm ent of imagery, lu con-

Prices of commodities on May I, 
as shown by Duns Index number, 
rose to the highest point in recent 
years, gaining 6.3 per cent over the 
corresponding date last year, but this 
week tilt re has been a material de­ 
cline in some products, notably grain. 
Distribution through retail channels

Railway earnings are stead­ 
ily gaining, full returns for April ex 
ceeding last year’s by 10.6 per cent 
and 1900 by 25.0 per cent.

CURTAILMENT OF PBOPUCTIOH 


Unfortunate, Says Dun's, With Con 
sumptive Demands Greatest in 
Nation’s History. 


New York, May IO.—R. G. Dun A 
Co.’ Weekly Review of Trade, issued 
today, said in part: 
At a tim© when consumptive de­ 
mands surpass all previous records 
in th© nation’s history it is unfor­ 
tunate that production should be cur 
tailed. 
Yet that is the present situa­ 
tion. 
First, labor controversies and 
a tornado stopped work 
at 
many 
points, greatly reducing tho output, 
and many more wage disputes must 
be settled before 
tho 
end of the 
month or furnace fires will be bank 
ed and 
wheels cease 
to 
revolve. 
Losses by the elements have been se 
vert;, the largest tin plate plant in 


j the world being rendered idle proba 
bly for a month, while many foun 
dries and shops were totally destroy 
ed. 
Prices of commodities on May I, 
as shown by D uns Index number, 
rose to the highest point in recent 
years, gaining 6.3 per cent over the 
corresponding date last year, but this 
week th* re has been a material de­ 
cline in some products, notably grain. 
Distribution through retail channels 
continues 
very 
heavy, 
seasonable 
weather exerting a most helpful in 
fiuence. 
Railway earnings are stead 
ily gaining, full returns for April ex 
ceeding last year's by 10.6 per cent, 
and 1900 by 25.0 per cent. 
Procrastinating 
consumers 
who 
predicted a collapse in the iron and 
steel m arket similar to the break 
that occurred two years ago have 
greatly augmented the pressure by 
tardily attem pting to supply their re 
quirements. i t has been obvious for 
some time that there is utterly lack 
ing the artificial movement tending 
to inflate prices that was conspicuous 
in the opening months of 1900. 
The 
only limit to prices appears to be the 
ability of the purchasers to pay fancy 
figures, according to the urgency of 
their needs. 
Meanwhile there is no 
advance on long term contracts, and 
these cover 
the 
large bulk of the 
business. 
Productive 
capacity 
is 
being greatly enlarged, but there is 
no evidence as yet that tho nation s 
needs are not expanding equally fast. 
Woolen goods are scarce, but the 
demand is still confined to substitute 
oi ii m s caused by the strike. 
Dispatches to this paper promise a 
large wool clip, though the late spring 
has 
delayed 
shearing. 
There has 
been less selling 
of 
wool on tilt 
sheep's backs, and ranchmen appeal 
to be in financial condition to hold 
their yield until satisfactory prices 
ar© forthcoming. 
More encouraging weather reports 
have made the outlook brighter for a 
normal wneat yield, while the wide 
discrepancy between, census figure# 


and those of tho agricultural depart 
raent regarding the crop of 1899 sug 
gested the idea that in succeeding 
years the production 
was 
heavier 
than officially reported. 
These influ 
ences were depressing, while there 
was little cf a sustaining nature, in 
speculative operations. 
Special reports to Dun's Review in 
dicate that the spring wheat outlook 
is good, though some reduction in 
acreage was caused by high prices 
for coarse grain and last year’s splen 
did returns from flax. 
Evidence of 
large planting had a weakening influ 
once on corn, but there still appears 
an increase of 25 per cent 
of 
the 
prices a year ago and 60 per cent 
over 1900 at this date. 
Failures for the week numbered 218 
in the United States, against 187 last 
year, and 24 in Canada, against 26 
last year. 


MARKET DEALINGS FELL OFF. 


Amthracite Dispute May Have Had 
Some Effect, Friday. 


New York, May IO.—The volume 
cf dealings yesterday fell consider 
ably below half a million shares fen 
the first tim© in a good many weeks 
W hether there was any other reason 
for this dullness than the decision cf 
the party of speculators lately lead 
ing the market to let it lie fallow for 
a tim© was not evident.

which, after it investigates the condi- 
> tions here, will file a report as to the 
advisability of a uniform price list 
If the potters of this city finally de 
ride to accept the uniform list, it will 
not be without some opposition. Many 
here do not favor the 
list 
because 
they claim 
it. 
would 
reduce 
their 
wages. 
The 
opposition 
is 
chiefly 
among those who. while not receiving 
enormously high wages, are at 
the 
sa m e time getting more than 
those 
who in some instances are working in 
the sam e shop, making flue same kind 
of ware. 
The uniform price 
list has 
never 
bc*en in effect in the east, and there­ 
fore never given a fair test. 
They all 
unite in sating that in the 
wfest 
it 
works well, because it was compiled 
to suit western conditions. The heads 
of the Brotherhood claim that the or 
ionization knows no east or west, and 
the list can be enforced here as well 
as elsewhere. 
The Trenton 
m anufacturers ever 
since the agitation of a uniform price 
list, have been using their influence 
with the men not to accept it, claim 
ing it would reduce their wages. 
If 
the list would result as they say the 
Brotherhood officials 
hold 
that 
the 
m anufacturers 
would 
only be 
too 
willing to put it in force. 
The Trenton M anufacturing Potters* 
association declined to meet President

By starting work in the now addition 
the Laughlin China company of thiH 
city, has in operation the largest pot­ 
tery in the world, 
It exceeds the r a ­ 
pacity of the Knowles, Taylor & Know­ 
les company by Just 
o n e 
kiln. 
The 
com pany succeeded In having the first 
piece of ware made th ere during the af­ 
ternoon of May 7. 
The honor of doing 
this, and rightly so, belongs to Hamuel 
P. Jackson, the oldest employe of the 
company, who has been working for 
tho briny since the original 
pottery 
was started by Homer Laughlin, now 
residing in Urn Angeles, (’al 
It has been stated 
by what can be 
considered reliable authority, that the 
new addition cost not less than $200,- 
<K>0, as every 
modern 
improvement 
w as followed. 
From 
where the clay, 
In Its crude state, in taken from the 
cars, to tho shipping departm ent, one 
straight line is followed, which m akes 
the work of the employe more easy 
than any other shop in the city. 
Fronting on a long siding of tile 
Cleveland & Pittsburg railroad arc bl­ 
eated the seven clay bins,ami these are 
reasonably full of the several mixes. 
On the inside of the plant, and along 
side the bins is built a small track, 
upon which is a traveling scale, into 
which the clay is placed before It is 
dumped into the 
five plungers 
and 
slip mills. 
These* latter contrivances 
a re Quite largo and all are kept con­ 
stantly at 
work. 
From these 
mills 
th e clay through pipes is conveyed to 
two Agitators. 
From there Bito anoth­

After the clay has been pressed It Is 
p!ae»*<| on a small car and sent to the 
largo clay cellar, where lf Is allowed 
to remain for an indefinite period. Af­ 
ter being figged the clay is placed on 
an elevator of the continuous kind. 
and sent to the clay shops on the sec­ 
ond floor.

The power for this massive plant is 
secured from two sources

chlnery in the clay departm ent. In­ 
cluding the clay shops, ami the making 
or the sagger clay and wads, is fur­ 
nished from a 30 horse power West 
inghouse gas engine, making 300 rev­ 
olutions a minute 
This 
rem arkably 
inexpensive engine, as 
it consumes 
about 1,000 cubic feet of gas per day, 
costs the company but IU cents dally. 
The machinery in the slip depart­ 
m ent is operated by the large engine 
in No, 2 addition. 
The steam from tile 
dry rooms, and for heating purposes, 
Is furnished by a boiler which Is used 
for no other purpose, aud whch is lo­ 
cated in a building entirely separate 
from

In 
any sort of a comparison with previous 
legislatures several things ought 
to 
•be remembered before judgment

pronounced.

4 party platforms both Republican and 
Democratic, declaring for a reform in 
taxation laws and a relief to the peo­ 
ple from the somewhat excessive state 
levy under which the state had been 
operating. 
To devise the means by 
■which that could be done 
and still 
bring into the state treasury sufficient 
money lo meet the operating expenses 
a of the different departments was 
a 
r stupendous undertaking. 
It has been 
solved, although the wisdom of 
the 
solution is yet a matter of future de­ 
monstration. 
No such task has faced 
f a general assembly in recent 
years. 
Another matter which demanded 
tent I on was that of redistricting. 
By 
vfemmon consent, the state has been 
changed in its boundaries every de 
cade. 
It fell upon this legislature to 
undertake that work. The question of 
» giving satisfactory 
primary election 
Jaws under which 
the people could 
operate smoothly and without conflict 
* 
and avoid any touch of fraud was a 
paramount issue with which, unfortu­ 
nately, nothing has been done. 
But 
these were not all. 
It was known 


I 
that the canal question would come up 
and the state be forced to declare its 
policy in connection with this depart­ 
m ent of its government. 
For weeks 
no issue before the legislature created 
such a bone of contention or was so 
vigorously and bitterly fought.

. atter day, and night after night, the 
lobby of the halls of both the house 
and the senate were filled with eager 
m in fighting over the matter, button- 
boleing members.

represented 
those who saw in the canals a useless 
expense and burden to the state, a

source of outlay from which there was 
no adequate return, and they repre­ 
sented the men who wished the canals 
given up in order that 
the banks 
might be utilised for the building of 
electric and steam roads, the facilitat­ 
ing of transportation. On the 
other 
band there were hundreds to whom the 
canals give employment,

and canal commissions to the laborer* 
along the banks, ail vitally interested.

dreamers who nope some day to see 
the canals converted into great ship 
canals by which vessels of magnitude 
may be transported from lake to river 
and then out into the ocean and thus 
to all the markets and marts of the 
world.

The new plan of taaxtion has been 
put into operation and the state levy 
reduced, as promised, by an increase j 
in the tax npr« corporation ^oth do­ 
mestic and foreign. 
The reduction to 
the people in the amount of tax they 
will be forced to pay each year will 
amount to some $2,500,000. and if the j 
operation of tlie*new plan meets with j 
the success anticipated, this reduction 
will be still greater and the state levy 
still further reduced. 
The primary election matter unfor­ 
tunately has not been 
settled, 
al­ 
though an earnest and genuine 
at­ 
tempt was tmvJe in that direction by 
Dunlap of Cuyahoga, who introduced 
a bill, providing that the primaries of 
all parties should be held on the same 
day and at the same hour. 
It was de­ 
feated by one of those strange freaks 
of voting which sometimes strikes leg­ 
islative bodies, and not because of any 
real opposition. Only the late date of 
Us consideration prevented the matter 


part will be purchased by the state at 
their value at the time of the abandon 
meat. 
The effect of this has been to

trict alone, by 
making 
of Franklin 
county a district by itself, the senate 
rose up and declared that if the 12th 
were chang( d the third must be also. 
On this the house demurred, and 
es­ 
pecially Guerin of Erie. w’ho was out­ 
spoken in saying that it would be un­ 
fair to adopt such a course unless con­ 
sideration were given his county 
of 
Erie, by taking it out of the 13th and 
putting it in the 14th. 
To have grati­ 
fied the desire of all the 
members 
would have been impossible. 
So 
It 
has come about that nothing has been 
done, and tho districts will be left as 
they are. which pleases the Ohio dele- 
being taken up again, when it would 
gatlon in congress and seems to leave 
undoubtedly have been passed. 
But a 
healthy, good, genuine, solid sentiment

Three Southern Orators. 


N this period, us iii the colonial, 
im biti (* of lls best literature was 
spoken, Ii d u o not much mat­ 
ter whether tin* preliminary 
eo:i:P'sltloii was made with 
pen ant! ink, wholly or in part, <*r 
whether the words flowed un writ tea 
from a mind that bad pondered lorn 
upon the subject, or whether rn t'.idli 
finn! form they were the result oi 
correction and revision. The tr s ic a 
whieh has been accepted and approved by the speaker or in rome Instance* by 
bearers and cont*mpcraries is what must abide ti e ti Ms of literary value. 
Tile oratory which had become, ii prominent feature cf int Mtviual life be­ 
fore* tile war for independence and up t ) tile adoption of tin* constitution re­ 
ceived a new impulse when this lustrum* ut came to Im* the rule of ♦he national 
administration, it w as a rule which was new to all and not n favorite with 
many. Those who had made concessions could not forget what they had sur­ 
rendered. There was room for varied ami divers* interpretation of rights mid 
, 
privilege*. In particular the powers which belonged to the original colonic* 
before there waft either federation or union were the cause of much dispute, 
and when a tttilcn of these separate and sometimes discordant provinces was 
agreed ilium and established by the *•* nstitution a vast amount of dof.tirt'.on 
and discussion followed. And so with respect to (louie and foreign poll ides and 
the conflicting interests of different sc* dona of the country. All tics hud r.» ii* 
brought Into the sessions of th** people's representatives and thou* of each 
state assembled iii congress, where deliberative oratory followed as a mutter 
of course. 
It would have been strange if this had not been of a high order, consider­ 
ing the antecedents of eloquence in fids country and the exam ples of it in tie* 
British parliament easily accessible In tin* reported s p e e c h e s of Illustrious 
orators. In the first quarter of tin* century and later oral discourse was the 
principal means of iKilitkal Instruction. The people had been trained to listen 
by two or three sermons and lectures a, week for two centuries, mid a cor­ 
responding education had been given by practice in the pulpit ami at the bar 
to a race of speakers. 
The newspaper was as yet limited to a fractional part of its present sc-.pe 
and circulation. The town m- eting. the campaign assembly, tile state legisla­ 
ture, die house of representatives and the senate chamber were Hie progres­ 
sive steps in the political education of statesm en who iii those (lays listened to 
the words that were spoken, having no “organ” laid u|»ou their desks each 
morning to guide them In tile formal ion of their daily opinions and prin­ 
ciples. 
The man who In those years aspired to Influence his fellow citizensand legis­ 
lators iiad to depend upon Ids speech iii all tile comprehensive moaning of Hie 
term, including his intellectual attainm ents a* well as I.is personal pow er with 
an audience. 
As a consequence, the orator's a n Ins*#me one of tin* ambitious 
of a public man, more easily acquired lieut by reason <>f its general prevalence 
aud the inheritance from preceding generations. 
Congressional oratory may conveniently la* said to begin w ith the opening 
of th** cent pry, when in I SOO John Randolph w as sent to congress. 
It w.i> 
fitting that the traditional eloquence of the smith should I*** continued by this 
ambitious though eccentric Virginian, 
lie cannot la* called a man of peace, 
being usually, as was once said, "In opposition to the exorcise of authority by 
anybody but himself.” 
This disposition fostered a denunciatory habit of 
speech which easily run Into Invective and sometimes malediction. 
It was h 
stormy sort of eloquence, enjoyed, no doubt, by sympathizing colleagues more 
than by opponents, Still, it is said that his speeches were read more generally 
than those of any other member of congress. 
Events that were to tax* plain 
half a century later appear to have been foreseen by this ill boding but trite 
prophet, yet what he dreaded a* a "doulltlon of knavery and fanaticism ’* 
finally issued in the united devotion of all parties aud sections to a common 
country. 
II** could predict the incidental calamity, but could not see Hie ulti­ 
mate restoration. 
Nevertheless he left on record on** phase of oratory, aud if 
It is somber and even violent at tim es its counterpart can be found wbar*»ver 
an ardent and courageous soul bus met evils that threatened disaster. 
The name of Henry’ Clay recalls a career which was prominent and con­ 
tinuous for nearly half a century, It was too pronounced in its statesm anship 
not to elicit a variety of testim ony with regard to his political aims, but as in 
all such cases the truth lies midway between extremes. 
With respect to his 
eloquence, however, the tributes of ‘eo»temj*oraries are more concord*at. 
It 
was for its kind unsurpassed, and, considering the advantages of education 
and training of which in* w as deprived, it was phenomenal. The son of a Bap­ 
tist minister who left him the best Inheritance that can be transmitted to a 
youth of political ambitions, a good voice mid Im passive delivery, tbs young 
lawyer, who had received his academic education iii a lug cabin school and his 
graduate course in a grocery store, began professional Ilf** as clark in a chan­ 
cery court. 
After four years of recording decisions he was granted license to 
practice in Richmond, where he established a school of oratory in the form of 
a debuting club. 
At the age of twenty-one he opened an «dliee rn I-aul lug ton. 
Ky„ aud was soon full of business ami on tile highroad to politics. 
His ors- i 
tortoni ability bellied him to win a contest where his opponent's xp**rb wa* 
followed by deafening applause, but Ids SWU by profound and impressive 
silence. 
From 1800 to 1811 lie was in Hi** Ionise of representatives or lh** sen­ 
ate at Washington, w here he continued, with short interruptions, unit) he w as 
seventy three. 
(lf necessity his oratory was political and deliberative, Inn it had an hon­ 
esty ami a sincerity that curried som ewhat of his ow n convictions to all who 
heard him speak. Off the lines of these strong convictions he could not b* #lo- 
quem. 
Along that line he was very able to inspire others with bls ow ii ♦•ar­ 
less sentim ents aud hopeful expectations. 
Even his opponents were mad* to 
acknowledge the straightforward honesty of his speech. 
This was <*»•»# {ti 
sun*-merit and addressed to the common sense of his hearers 
UN own ante­ 
cedents favored such sym pathetic knowledge of their limitations, aud he made 
himself understood by the average man. 
When his speeches passed Into prill tell pages, they necessarily lost much of 
the personal power which went with the magnetic orator, but they tx*** the 
cie i serval Iv** element which makes them oratorical literature. They bear well 
th*- test cf much rehearsing In tin* schools and of frequent reading by tim stu­ 
dent of eloquence aud of our inimical history. Tho Issues are dead which called 
them forth, but so are those w bleb have from tim** to time inspired th* loft** >t 
Utterances of greatest speakers, from th*- Attic age to that In which Henry 
Chi % and hi* compeers lived. 
Their eloquent**- is embalmed each In it* own 
language and is un important element In the bt era tor*- of Hie nations. 
The name of John ( ’. Calhoun Is naturally recalled next to that of Henry 
Clay. 
A graduate of Yale college in I sot ami subsequently a law student in 
Litchfield, he cultivate*! extemporary speaking with great diligence and suc­ 
cess. Perhaps as ll con sequel. . lie was «*!*-• t«*<J to the leg! nature of his native 
South Carolina ti]** n his ft-turn home ami to ooagrcsM after he had been but 
niue yours out of c o l l e g e . 
<Jiicstl**us arising oui of th** war of mi:.', the na­ 
tional bank, tariff and nullification and finally of slavery, successively occu­ 
pied his attention. 
It w*a« a stormy period, when th* republic was adjusting 
Itself to sectional differences of policy, which were not diminished by diver­ 
sity of opinion between jtolitical l e a d e r s . 
But this very antagonism called out 
the utmost resources of party chiefs am) patriots. Tin* battle had to br fought 
by oral discussion l»efor** th e people first us th*- sour* 
iw w er au d th cit lie- 
fore their rcpt* Mutative* and the executors of th* ir will. 
I t w as before the legislative rather than t h e popular a s s e m b l y tiiat < ’alburn) 
w as at his best. 
H e was more severely logical Hum i m p a s s i o n , d, d i g n i f i e d 
rather than Inspiring 
lf his premise* w en accepts!, es* ape from his conclu­ 
sions was difficult, aud then* was no suspicion that lo* was not sincere in his 
convictions. 
H is earnestness conveyed these to other men with undiminished 
force. His generalizations were i*oid and even reckless at times, and h i s exag­ 
gerations were often absurd, as is the case with most orator-* w hen overmas­ 
tered by their purpose. It was then that h*- became uio*t eloquent. But often­ 
est It was the qualities of solidity, breadth and clearness that < hi**fl> prevailed. 
A natural logician of analytic temper, he (-auld make h - own position strung 
while exposing the weak points of an adversary'.-* position.
